Beck is al- 
ways an earnest speaker, but not always a log- 
ical or consistent Senator Beck, when he 
was elected in years past to the House from the 
Ashland District of Kentucky, did not fall heir 
to the oratorical grace and silvery tongue which 
had distinguished his predecessor, Henry Clay. 
He is a Scotchman by birth, and he has the nat- 
ural fondness of his countrymen for discussion 
and for argument, expressing his ideas with an 
earnestness

His consistency, his honesty, and his opposition 
to shams have placed him in a commanding po- 
sition among the Democratic Senators, ahd 
when he speaks he always finds listeners among 
the best men of both parties. Beck's speech to- 
day was a powerful argument, many of the 
points of which will give the supporters of the 
Bayard resolution trouble to answer. Bayard 
himseif closely followed every word, and on one 
occasion sought to parry an attack of Beek.

FITZ JOHN PORTER'S CASE.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 21.—The report of the 
Sub-Committee of the Military Committee of the 
Senate on the Fitz John Porter case, recomimend- 
ing the adoption of the Bragg bill, met with op- 
position when submitted to the full Committee. 
Gens. Burnside and Logan took the ground that 
Congress had no more right to revoke the de- 
cision of a court-martial in time of war than it 
has to review the decision of the Supreme Court 
intime of peace. Gen. Burnside also main- 
tained that Congress did not possess the consti- 
tutional power to appoint Gen. Porter or any one 
else to any position in the army, as the ap- 
pointing power is vested in the President 
alone. Congress can create orcan abolish an 
office, and can fix its pay and emoluments, but it 
cannot designate any person to fill it, that being 
the prerogative of the Executive. The report 
of the Sub-Committee was finally recommitted. 
It is evident that Fitz John Porter has still to 
encofinter many difficulties before he is restored 
to rank and pay.

It was a war debt, and 
should be paid.” It will strike the average 
reader that, so long as any holder of any 
greenback can obtain coin in exchange for it 
on demane, the debt is practically paid, so 
far as the creditor has any interest in it. If 
the crediter prefer to keep the note to ex- 
changing it for coin at his leisure, that is a 
matter of choice on his part, and there is no 
complaint to be made against the debtor. 
Moreover, the United States owe about 1, 
milliéns of interest-bearing bonds, about half 
of which amount is due next year. And cer- 
tainly the obligation to pay it is as pressing 
as to cancel the non-iuterest-bearing debt 
which the public prefer to retain in the shape 
of currency for their business uses. The 800 
millions of bonds coming due draw about 45 
millions of interest per annum. The green- 
backs only cost the use of the 8 of coin 
held for their redemption, costing about 1 
to 2 per cent, while the bonds draw 5 to 6 
per cent. 

This vociferous representative of Wall 
street was, of course, very denunciatory of 
every person and section of country that did 
not accept gold as the exclusive debt-paying 
money of the country, but, like all the 
others who so fiercely denounce redeemable 
legal-tender paper, he failed to point out 
any possible end to be accomplished by its 
abolition save that of making the small stock 
of gold the exclusive legal money of the 
Nation.

In England, the Government has furnished 
a protection to the gold in the Bank of En- 
gland by making the notes of that bank a 
legal-tender. The bank holds Government 
securities to the amount of $75,000,000, against 
which bank-notes ard issued. The bank is 
also authorized to issue notes to an equal 
sum with the gold deposited in its vaults. 
The total issue of notes averages about 
$200,000,000, of which the bank holds in 
reserve about $50,000,000. The bank does 
business exclusively in legal-tender notes. 
Those who want gold present notes and ob- 
tain it. But all the vast commercial business 
of the bank is done exclusively in the bank 
legal-temder notes. It pays depositors’ 
checks in these notes; it receives deposits in 
notes; it discounts bills and makes all its 
loans In notes. Itis the depository of the 
money ot other. banks, and it pays all these 
in notes. The large reserve is held to meet 
these large current transactions, all of which 
are performed in legal-tender paper. The 
notes of all the other banks in England are 
redeemable in notes of the Bank of 
England. In fact, the trade and commercé 
of the English nation is mainly carried on by 


Bank of England is subject to call at any 
moment by the presentation of bank-bills. 
As. the amount of gold is often less and 
rarely ever exceeds 50 per cent of the 
notes in circulation, the bank would 
be subject at any moment of alarm 
to a demand for this gold. If gold were the 
only legal-tender in England, then the only 
mode of paying debts would be to present 
bills at the bank and obtain the gold. In 
case of a panic, or in case of any disturbance 
in the financial market, depositors would 
draw out their money in bank-bills, and then. 
obtain gold for the latter. As there never is 
enough gold to redeem all the bills, the bank 
would be subject to be closed at any hour. 
Butas a wise precaution against this the 
notes of the bank are made legal-tender in 
payment of all debts. The gold is not the 
exelusive debt-paying money, and, as the 
paper is as available for all purposes, except 
for exportation, as the gold, the gold remains 
inthe bank, and the paper remains in circula- 
tion. 

In times of panic the bank does not adopt 
the policy of contracting loans. A scarcity 
of currency would subject the bank to a run 
by depositors; its policy is, therefore, to con- 
tinue its loans and make money (legal-ten- 
der) as abundant as possible. The bank 
does not dread a run for gold in redemption 
ofits notes. Its point of danger is the ex- 
haustion of its reissue of legal-tender notes, 
When that point is reached, and the bank has 
no more money to loan or to pay depositors, 
then the bank reathes the great crisis and 
must appeal to the Government for relief. 


gold in redemption of its notes; the notes 
are legal-tender. Its crisis arrives when the 
authorized issue of-bank-notes is exhausted. 

Thus, in 1847, 1857, and in 1866, when panics 
prevailed, the reserve of the bank was 80 
nearly exhausted that the Government had to 
interpose and authorize the bank to issue 
additional legal-tender notes without having 
the equivalent gold. In 1866 the mere an- 
nouncement of the fact that the order had 
been issued restored confidence, and the 
panic ended without the bank issuing the 
authorized additional legal-tender paper. 
Panics in England are not from any inability 
to get gold, but arise from the danger of get- 
ting enough legal-tender paper, which is al- 
ways largely in excess of the gold on hand.

In the article on Banking in the new edi- 
tion of the British Encyclopem dia it is said: 


“When the charter of the Bank of England 
ras renewed in 1833; the notes of the Bank of 
ingiand were made legal-tender everywhere in 
gland except at the bank. Of the wisdom of 
his regulation. no doubt can be entertained. 
Bank-notes are n ly always equivalent 
to bullion; and, by them substitutes for 
coin at country banks, the demand for the latter 
during periods of alarm or runs is miaterially 
diminisned, and the stability of the bank and 
of the pecuniary system of the country pio 
portionately increased.” 


The same authority further states that 


“It must, however, be admitted that the vari- 
ations in the rate of discount charged by the 
bank have been much More numerous and 
Violent since 1844 than the 
three occasions—in 1347, 1867, and 1866—it has 
been judged necessary to authorize a suspension 
of the act 8 as to allow the Bank Directors 
the power strengthen the banking de — 
ment by recourse t the reserves of the issue 
@epartment. In each case the suspension of the 
act arrested and allayed the panic prevailing up 
to the moment of suspension; and in 1866 it was 
not, in fact, found necessary to exercise the 
power to borrow from the ue department 
which had been ooneeded to the Directors.”’ 


It will be seen that England arrests all 
panics by an incréased issue of legal-tender 
paper money, even in excess of the partial 
security of deposited gold. 
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POLYGAMY. 

The anxiety of President Hayes to take 
some step that will lead to the extinction of

It is 
now evident that polygamy is too deep- 
rooted in the Mormon system ever to be 
affected by any agency weaker than the 
strong penalties of the law rigorously and 
prompt iy applied. So far from dying out, it 
has spread over the whole Territory, and the 
Church is now preparing to extend it north- 
ward into Montana, south into Arizona, and 
east and west as far as it can. 

Polygamy is practiced in Utah under the 
| Cloak of religion with two objects:in view. 
The first of these is to compel its miserable 
| dupes to labor for the men and support them 
in idleness, in which respectable Mormon 
women are hardly in better condition than 
the women of the African tribes. The sec 
ond isthe gratification of lust. In both re 
gards they are substantially held in slavery, 
and are subject to the caprives and persecu- 
tions of their masters as much as slave 
women. Their life brutalizes and debases 
them, and as they come, as arule, from the low- 
est, most ignorant, and superstitious classes, 
they accept it without complaintor resistance 
as part of their religion. This ignorance 
cannot be pleaded in extenuation by the Mor- 
mon men. They know that polygamy is in 
violation not only of the laws and public 
opinion of the country, but, in importing 
fresh victims for this infamous system from 
Europe, they know that the Secretary of 
State has notified European Governments 
‘that the system is in direct violation of the 
laws of the country. They defy these laws 
and snap their fingers at the courts thus far 
with impunity, quoting old Judaic practices 
in their defense which are now as obsolete 
as are Noah’s regulations for the manage 
ment of the ark. 7 

It may be accepted as certain that the Mor- 
mon Church will never voluntarily divorce 
itself from the practice of polygamy;. that 
all the influences of contact with the outside 
world will be powerless to arrest its progress ; 
and, more than this that if it is not 


promptly: stopped it will be extended 
into other Territories, for if Mor- 
mons have the right to practice 


itin Utah they have the same right to prac- 
tice it in any other Territory. If the laws 
are not to be enforced in Utah, there is no 
consistency in enforcing them in Montana, 
Arizona, or any otherState or Territory. If 
a Mormon can live with a dozen wives in 
Salt Lake City without interference, there is 
no reason why he may not do the same in 
Chicago. There is but one way to stop po- 
lygamy, and that is to stop it at once by vig- 
orously prosecuting every one who practices 
it, commeneing with the highest and going 
down to the lowest, and, if necessary, using 
the whole power of the Governmeut to assert 
its dignity and authority. It is worse than 
useless to dilly-dally ontemporize any longer 
with this crying sin against Christian ciyil- 
ization and this bold defiance of law.

THE FEUDAL LAND-SYSTEM IN NEW 
YORK. 

Condemnation of the forcible resistance 
madeby Irish tenants against eviction for non- 
payment of rentin a time of distress should 
be tempered by a proper consideration of the 
aggravating cenditions of the prevai 
feudal land-system. There is not much 
doubt that the same exactions in this country 
would produce more violence than has yet 
been shown in Ireland. Ih evidence of this 
the anti-rent war in New York State between 
the years 1843 and 1847 has been recalled. It 
was confined to the five Counties of Albany, 
Columbia, Delaware, Greene, and Rensselaer, 
but it tested the power of the State Govern- 
ment, and was only overcome in the end by 
concessions similar to those demanded by the 
land-teformers in Ireland. 3 

In the counties named the lands -were 
owned for most part in latge tracts, which 
had been obtained originally as grants from 
the English Crown, and were worked upon 
perpetual leases undera rent payable in a 
certain proportion of the crop raised. The 
tenants under this baronial system, after 
long fretting under the yoke, broke out into 
organized rebellion. They had appealed to 
the courts in vain. They had banded to- 

. gether to throw their united strength to one 
political party or thé other, according to a 
transient prospect for relief. Then they de- 
termined to submit no longer, refused to pay 
rent, and organized armed bands to resist 
eviction and drive off the officers of the law. 
The anti-rent agitators were accustomed to 
disguise themselves as Indians, and in Co- 
lumbia County they were led by Dr. Bough- 
ton, a man of position and eloquence, under 
the title of “Big Thunder.” A Mutual 
Association” was formed, with articles, 
binding the members, of which the following 
was the preamble: 


Whereas, it has pleased the all-wise Provi- 
dence to awaken the attention of this community 
toa lively sense of the great injustice of the 
present system of W by the laws 
of this State, permitting individuals to hold 
large tracts of land for which they have never 
rendered any 8 to the State or Nation; 
and whereas, the happiness and prosperity of 
this and future generations depend in a great 
measure upon our exertions to blot from our 
statute-book the last relics of feudalism; we, 
therefore, in imitation of our patriotic fathers 
who signed the Declaration of Independence, 
and the better to accomplish our freedom, do 
adopt the following constitution, and solemnly 
p edge our honor to abide by the articles therein 
con "eg i 


Under these articles all the members 
pledged themselves to make no compromise 
for the payment of rent or the purthase of 
the lands except upon some common 
basis approved by the Society. The In- 
dians” were always ready to back up any 
member of the Society who found it neces- 
sary to resist an officer, and it was not until 
the entire section of the State where this sys- 
tem of leases prevailed was placed in a vir- 
tual state of siege, and the miliiia armed and 
puten guard, that anything like peace and 
order was restored, :

the apostle. He lived but for a republican 
France, and when that Republic had become a 
fact he passed away quietly and peacefully,— 

his work done, and well done. 

Born at Lyons in 1809, he studied law in Paris. 
and was soon famous as a bold and eloquent de- 
fender of persons implidated in Socialistic or 
revolutionary proceedings. His zeal nearly cost 
him his life in 1834, for,on coming out of the 
court where he had pleaded in behalf of some ar- 
rested workingmen, a misunderstood order led 
the guard to fire a volle at some inoffensive 
citizens with whom he happened to be convers- 
ing. He eseaped uninjured, however. After 
the Revolution of 1848 he became chief Secretary 
of the Minister of the Interior, in which posi- 
tion his influence is said to have urged Ledru- 
Rollin into the revolutionary measures which 
subsequently drove him into exile, Later he 
was elected a member of the Constituent As- 
sembly, and was appointed Under-Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs. Asa Deputy some of his finest 
efforts were his speeches against the Roman ex- 
pedition, and against the cénsorship of the 
press. He voted against the suppression or re- 
duction of thé duty on salt, but at the same 
session rather inconsistently voted for the aboli- 
tion of the duty on liquors. He also earnestly 
advocated an abolition of the death-penalty. 
He was a leader of the opposition during the 
Presidency of Napoleon, and after the coup 
@etat of Dec. 2, 1861, refused to take the oath 
of allegiance to the new Government, and for 
some six years was separated from political life. 
In 1888, however, he was elected to the Assembly 
from Paris, and while there was the leader of 
the five irreconcilables,—known as the cing, of 
whom Ollivier and Picard were two other mem- 
bers,—who were often the only advocates 
of measures combated by the Government. 
Although invariably beaten, they were never 
discouraged, but entered into every fresh con- 
test with renewed vigor. Thiers and Favre were 
the two great Republican orators, 

In 1863 Favre opposed in the strongest terms 
the Mexican expedition, predicting its failure, 
and in 1870 condemnéd the warlike preparations 
which led to the declaration of war against 
Prussia on July 19. In 1867 he had been elected 
a member of the French Academy, taking the 
place of Victor Cousin, and in his customary 
address openly professed. his faith in Spiritual- 
lem, —in which faith, or rather belief, he died. 
He was the author of many political brochures, 
and in 1887 published two volumes of a Con- 
temporary Biography” which was never fin- 
ished. 

But it was for his more recent services to the 
Republican cause—his coolness, bravery, and 
ability in the trying days of 1871-"T3—that Jules 
Favre will be most gratefully remembered by 
his fellow-citizens. When satisfied that the 
cause of France was lost, but before the people 
would acknowledge it, hiding like a thief in 
the night,” be went to meet the German Chan- 
cellor to accomplish the most painful task that 
could be imposed on a patriot,—acknowledge his 
defeat and humiliation, and ask for lenient 
terms of peace for his beloved land. 

The Republic being proclaimed, Favre be- 
came Vice-President of the Provisional Gov- 
ernment of National Defense and Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. He met Bismarck first on 
Sept. 19, and proposed to pay any indemnity, but 
refused to cede an inch of territory. His propo- 
sitions were refused, and the war went on. A 
month later, after Gambetta had left for Tours, 
he became ad interim Minister of the Interior, 
and attempted to quell the seditious movements 
in the besieged Capital. A three weeks’ truce 
having been concluded with the Germans, he 
insisted on its observance, and declared Gam- 
betta’s decreesto the contrary null and void. 
After the election of Thiers to the Presidency, 
Favre was appointed Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
and went to Frankfort with the Minister of 
Finance, Pouyer-Quertier, May, 1871, to sign 
with Bismarck the definitive treaty of peace. 

The preliminary treaty was prepared by Bis- 
marck ahd Thiers, but Favre was present dur- 
ing the nogotiations. In this treaty the indem- 
nits Was fixed at five milliards of francs and the 
cession of Alsace and Lorraine was demanded as 
an ultimatum. Thiers sought to save 
Belfort, and M. Favre has described 
in a most faithful and touching man- 
ner the scene that ensued. We find it 
quoted in Jules Simon's History of the Gov- 
ernment of Thiers,“ vol. I., p. 138. “I see him 
still,“ says Favre, pale, agitated, now sitting, 
now standing; I hear his voice, broken by grief, 
his faltering words, his accents at once beseech- 
ing and proud, and I know nothing grander than 
the sublime passion of that noble heart break- 
ing out into lamentation, menace, and entreaty. 
When with his own inimitable: eloquence he had 
set forth the immensity of our sacrifices, .. . 
seeing the inflexibility of his hearer, he cri 
out, Well, then, let f be as you will, Count! 
These negotiations are nothing butasham. We 
ask of you a city which is altogether French; 

you refuse; this is to admit that you have de- 
termined upon a war of extermination. Make 
that war, then! Ravage our provinces, burn our 
houses, slaughter the inoffensive inhabitants; 
in a word, complete your work. We will fight 
you until our last breath. We may be defeated, 
but we shall not be dishonored!’ ”

France. 

M. Favre left the Ministry in July, mainly be- 
cause the growth of the Conservative party 
had rendered his position untenable, but his 
personal relations with Thiers remained cordial. — 
He became a Senator for the Department of the 
Rhone during the septennat, we believe, and 
that was his last official position, as he died Jan.
